how to adorn homes. 6. The Indoastrinl De-
partment, Lo train women in outdoor avocutions
suited to their sex, by which they can enrn an
honorable independence.

Resolved, That this assoclstion appoint
committee of three, 1o aetin conjunetion with
slmilar committee from the Nationul Tenchors
Agsocintion, with instruetions to confer with the
authorities nt Washington in regard 1o the best
interests of the “Natlonal Burean (or oflice) of
Kducation.

Resgoltoed, That the jolnt commitiee :Ii-i-n-f!:!- o
a8 above be instructed to represent to Congress
that it is the unanimous opinion of (he members
of this ussoclation that such a department ot the
gont of the Genoral Governmeut, elothed with
all the powers and baving all the fellities con-
templited In the lanw by which it was originally
established, wonld of almest Inealonlable
utility In collecting and disseminating informa-
tion for the nse of the great multitude of sehiool
officers, of every rank, who are now, or who
may hereafter be, concerned in the organization
and management ol schools and school BysLelns
in scores of Btates and thonsands of cities amd
towns thronghout the length and brendilh of
territory which already covers almost o con-
Hnent.

Resoleed, That the anld commiltpee be farther
instructed to urge upon Congress that the canses
which have lmpaired the present psefulness of
the sald department, whatsoover (hey may o,
be not permitted to welgh against the continu-
ance and liberal support of the department
itself,

Resoloed, That In petitloning Coneress for the
creation of a Depurtment of FEducatlon in con-
nection with the General Government, this nsso-
¢lution contemplates neither the estublishmont
of a national system of edacation, nor any lnter-
ferenge whatever with the systems of edueation
established In the geveral States,

Resolved, That the Nationnl Teachers' Assoeln-
tion be requested Lo concur in the foregoing pre-
amble and resolutions,

Buperintendent Sears, of Newark, read o papoer
enforcing the necessity of school statisties, in-
cluding the numbering of children of “school
#ge,” the eurallment of puplls, the computation
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of the average attendance, the estimating of the
cost of tnitlon and of the comparative salaries of
teachers,

Mr. White, of Ohio, moved the appointrient of
a committee of five experts to confer with the
National Burean on that subject. The committes
was constituted follows:—Messrs, Henkle,
Wickersham, and Johnson (State Superintent-
ents), Rickofl and Creery (Ulty Superintendents),
and Mr. Sears’ paper was referred to it.

Major-General O. O, Howard, U. 8, A., spoke,
by invitation, upon “Eduocation in the Sonth,"
with reference to the colored population, aud

expressed that if people must be medicated and |

Genernl Howard gave o Httle history, in brief,
of hls own connection with this work of educa-
tion, commencing with the spring of 1865,
when, during a delay in the movements of Sher-
man's urmy, near Savannaby he visited o school
on Bt, Helenn Islund, established by three Mas.
spchusetts  ladies to educate  the  chil-
dren the froedmen there.
He had belleved all along that  slavery
wonld, In the providence of God, be destroyed,
and he wae glad o see this work In I ineipi-
¢ney In the extreme Southern country.  On his
arrival at Washington he wos tendered the posis
tion of Commissioner of the Freedmen's Burea,
in necordance with the newly franed lhw: and,
sympathizing heartily with that good work, he
necepted the dutles,  Then he felt the prossing
necessity of re-establishing a gencral system ol
sehools for the free m's ¢hildron; many citi-
nrgod him Lo
follow stich o courde: and he  finally
obtained permission 1o nppolnt in
superintendent.  The work steadily grew, until
now we hiye lll'I\\.lr'\Ir of three thousand gchools
and more than two hundred and Afty thousand
puplls, mainly the children of the Inte slaves.
The aet contiins the word “‘refugee,™ and this
was liberally construcd to embrace the Unlonluts
driven from their homes; and thus, for example,
on Lookout Mountain o sehool-house is placed up
Samony the clonde.” The ald of the Govern-
mert  has liberally tendered, principally
through the transportation of teachers from thele
homes to the fulds of labor, and also by the
rental, repair, or construcetion of bulldings tor
school PUrposes,

At one time, In Virginia, mobs surrounded the
houses of the poor teachers, stoned them, beat
them, reviled them: but these sentiments of
aopposition have diod ont,  He had never scen
on the globe other such examples of Chrlstinn
corstiney.  There are no practical examples of
the religion of the Lord Jesus Christ thot will
compare with its identifiestion o this work.
These teachers have the sympathy of the Chris-
tian people of this nd; they have lived down
opposition by their blnmeless lives, and now the
prople of the South are soliciting the extonsion
the schools. e had heard tosday that the
Legisloture of Tennessee was pleased to repeal
thie law of that State. He would
